He came Uu2 to London aboye Twenty Years 
fiace; but be.ng dcliitute of Employment (adt i 
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ving becn bred*co any Trade,) he was forc'd to 
wander about the Cuty, in little better Degree, 
than tat of a Vagabond: And being deſtitace of 
Friends, that might «Contribute to his Relief, ic 
was nut long ere he felt the Effects of Neceſlity : 
Bur by h.s Art and Dexrerity, ar laſt, oyer»came all. 
Bewg Naturally of an lnquifitive Nature, he 
made ic for ſome time his buſtneſs ro hannt Couven- 
ticles, and Seditious meetings, where finding that
